Pens— First Decisive Step. 


News of the first decisive step of 
state officials to eradicate and pre­ 
vent the foot 
and 
mouth 
disease 
that is epidemic among the live stock 
of Indiana and thirteen other state- 
was received here today when Dr. 
Will ('. Smith, county health 
com­ 
missioner, was notified by the state 
hoard of health, through its secre­ 
tary, Dr. J. N. Hurty, to appoint a 
deputy health commissioner to look 
after the situation in this county 
and was sent a copy of the 
quar­ 
antine order against 
the 
disease 
which is to he posted by county offi­ 
cials on farms where the disease is 


found. 
Dr. Artie Mull, 
with 
offices 
at 
Oneal Brothers, was picked as the 
deputy here by the state veterinar­ 
ian, with full power to act, and in­ 
structions to report to the county 


health commissioner 
any 
develop­ 
ments. 
For its own protection and not 
because of any order from state of­ 
ficials, the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad 
today began the disinfection of nU 
of its stock pens between' Louisville 
and Richmond, which includes every 
station on this division. 
A force of a dozen men went to 
work 
at the 
local 
Pennsylvania 
yards this morning. 
The first thing 
the men do is to sweep 
the 
pens 
thoroughly and then apply a prepa­ 
ration strong enough to 
kill 
any 
germs of the foot and mouth dis­ 


ease. 
It 
was 
rumored 
in 
Greensburg 
yesterday and here today that sev­ 
eral head of cattle on Clyde Kitch­ 
en’s farm 
in 
Richland 
township 
showed s y m p t o m s of the foot 
and 
mouth disease. 
The rumor was re­ 
ported from Greensburg to the state 
veterinarian and an inspector will 
b<! sent to the Kitchen farm tomor­ 


row. 
In the 
meantime 
Mr. 
Kitchen 
wanted to he certain in his own mind 
whether the cattle had the disease. 
Dr. R. J. Hall of this city and an­ 
other veterinarian 
went to his farm 
this morning 
and 
could 
find 
no 
symptoms whatever to indicate the 
presence of the disease. 
Ten head 
of cattle were sick, but it was 
not 
the foot and mouth disease and was 
pronounced to be nothing serious.

communicable to the 
human 
and 
thus not only threatens to destroy 
the stock interests of the state but 
directly to affect the health of our 
citizens. 
“ In view of this fact, at the sug­ 
gestion of the Governor, the State 
Veterinarian 
in co-operation 
with 
the State Board of Health has es­ 
tablished local headquarters in ev­ 
ery county in the state, and has ap­ 
pointed Dr. 
Artie Mull, veterinarian

G. Clark says that lie does not 
teel that he can afford to contribute 
twenty-five barrels of flour to the 
cause, but that he will do hi> share 
if the community feels that it would 
like tii help and that if it is desired 
to buy the fkmr of C. G. Clark & 
Son, they will sell it a s near cost 


as possible. 
There is only one other 
flour mill in Rush county and that 
is at Milroy.

1 rider this plan, Rush county has 
an opportunity to help the stricken 
people of the1 small European coun­ 
try which has been the unfortunate 
ufferer from a war in which it had 
no part in bringing on and in which 
it desired to remain 
neutral. 
The 
Northwestern Miller 
proposes 
to 
send at least one ship load ot^ flour 
and meal to Belgium. 
The shipment 
will he under the personal charge of 
William C. Edgar, editor 
of 
the 
Miller. 


While the plan is being pushed by 
tlie Northwestern Miller people of 
all communities are urged to assist. 
Arrangements 
have 
already 
been 
made to pay for the transportation 
of the cargo so the contributors will 
he relieved 
of 
this 
expense. 
All 
money that is contributed 
will 
lie 
used for the purchase of foodstuffs. 
The appeal states that “ our views 
concerning 
the 
responsibility 
for 
this war may vary, we may have 
different opinions as to the merits of 
the causes of the contending nations 
and our sympathies may be on op­ 
posite sides, hut on one 
thing all 
will absolutely agree: 
that is the 
common duty of humanity to 
help 
these poor people. 
This work aids 
Germany as well as the Allies. 
All 
are equally interested, whatever in 
the preservation of the worthy non- 
combatants of Belgium 
who 
have 
had nothing to do with either bring­ 


ing about the war of prosecuting it, 
and yet, by reason of their unfortu­ 
nate location, are the chief sufferers 
on account of it.” 


Those in charge of the 
shipment 
propose to send not less than 45,000 
barrels of flour and meal and have 
the assistance of the ambassadors 
of all countries in the undertaking 
The millers throughout the country 
have been asked to contribute liber­ 
ally and it is known that they will 
make up a large part of the cargo. 
The flour will he packed in strong 
cotton sacks of -one quarter barrel 
each.

chief among these being a new mod­ 
ern building at

farm. 
The members of 
the 
grand 
jury believe that the old 
buildings 
there could not be put in first class 
condition unless a great amount <of 
money w a s -pent and advised that a 
new building be built. 
The members of the grand 
jury 
inspected the court house and com­ 
plimented Joe Dickman, 
custodian, 
on tin* way in which it i> kept. 
The 
jurors, while they did not include it 
in their report, noticed 
the 
poor 
wiring of the court house 
on 
the 
way to the tower. 
They considered 
the wiring there a s d a n g e ro u s . 
The 
electric wiring there is strung along 
the floor and the insulation is very 
bad. 
One member 
of 
tin* 
grand 
jury suggested that the commission­ 
er- employ a man to 
re-wire 
this 
part of the court house, as it would 
mean a saving in the long run.

We examined the jail 
and found everything clean 
and 
sanitary and well kept by the pres­ 
ent sheriff. We visited the poor farm 
and found the buildings old and out- 
of-date; 
in our opinion it would he 
useless and a waste of 
money to 
expend any money 
repairing 
the 
present 
buildings 
and 
believe 
it 
would he economy in t In* end to 
build a new modern building to earn 
for the unfortunate of Rush county. 
The buildings are kept as 
clean as 
possible, 
considering 
what 
the superintendent has to deal with. 
We would recommend that the board 
of commissioners 
tear 
away 
the 
oresent buildings and 
construct a 
new modern building to he used in 
housing the poor of Rush county. 


We have carefully examined into 
all the matters brought 
before us 
and gave them careful 
considera­ 
tion. and in addition to the indict­ 
ments heretofore returned we desire 
to return one additional bill.

day by Gov. S. V. Stewart of Mon­ 
tana. 


“Some governors have adopted an 
iron-clad rule to the 
effect 
that 
they will not consider any question 
involved in a matter of extradition 
but tile identity of the individual un­ 
der arrest,” 
said 
Gov. 
Stewart. 
“While no doubt that rule serves to 
save *>ome time, at the same time it 
is hard to believe that grave wrongs 
may not be done to liberty and per­ 
sonal rights by the enforcement of 
such a rule.” 


Gov. Stewart cited an instance in 
which a man was permitted to go 
free without prosecution on condi­ 
tion. 
Two years liter a new county 
prosecutor wa> elected who dug up 
tiie old" charge and 
attempted to 
have the man returned to stand tjial. 
in tJiit- instance, and many similar 


o n es, said Gov Stewart, a real in­ 
justice would have been done iL- the 
request for extradition was granted. 


A hearing, he'said 
developed 
the 
facts in. the ease. 
Governors are Called 
on to act 
quickly in issuing requisition papers 
he pointed out, because of the dan­ 
ger in many instances that the man 
wanted may flee. 
Because of this 
fact, lie said, requisition papers are 
many times issued in good faith in 
eases where it is plain duty of the 
governor upon whonl the requisition 
ifc made to refuse flie request. 
Gov. Edward F. Dunne of Illinois 
who spoke before the conference of 
governors today, made a strong plea 
for co-operation between the states 
to secure the enactment of uniform 
laws providing for the 
safety 
of 
workmen. 
Sueli co-operation, Gov. 
Dunne declared, is essential for the 
protection of business and manu­ 
facturing in states which have en­ 
acted progressive laws * against un­ 
just competition 
of business and 
manufacturing in other states which 
have no such laws, or fail to prop­ 
erly enforce them. 
During the last four years, the 
state ol Illinois, Gov. Dunne said, 
has enacted and enforced la w s tor 
better working and sanitary condi­ 
tions in shops and factories 
that 
hard cost employers more than $4,- 


0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
Though directors of s e v ­ 
eral large corporations have approv­ 
ed this legislation, 
he said, 
they 
have been forced to meet 
unju t 
competition from factories located 
in less progressive states where this 
additional expense has not operat­ 
ed. 
“A progressive state,” said Dunne, 
“which enacts humane la w s for the 
conservation of 
human 
life 
and 


j limb, and for the preservation of 
| the health, morals and well-being <>f 


its laboring citizens, is th u s placed 
at a great disadvantage as compar­ 
ed with a 
non-progressive 
st ile, 
which, by its failure to enact shelf 
laws,

Philadelphia and Chicago, might be 
grossly unjust and unduly onerous 
in western villages and cities. 
“ I believe that co-operation be­ 
tween 
the

manufacturing 
states,” Governor Dunne continued, 
“toward the securing of the same or 
similar laws affecting industries, is 
urgently demanded and not difficult 
of attainment. 
The time has come, 
in my judgement, when the different 
states of the union, engaged largely 
in the 
manufacture 
off industrial 
products" should, through 
commis­ 
sions, created by the legislatures, 
or appointed by the executives 
of 
these states, arrange for an inves­ 
tigation of the conditions relating 
to manufacturing and the advocacy

1 am confident, moreover, that 
such commissions, after meeting in 
a spirit of fairness and impartial 
justice, can submit to the legisla­ 
tures! of their respective states rec­ 
ommendations for the enactment of 
uniform laws which will be just to 
both employer and employe and meet 
the demands of modern society for 
laws, which will conserve the health

the battle that will break over 
the convention where the merits of 
the two suffrage amendments 
now 
before congress comes up for dis­ 
cussion will be the greatest in the 
history of the organization. 
The possibility that 
the tight over 
the two amendments may broaden 
until it develops into an attempt to 
unseat Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, p re­ 
sident of the association since 1904 
was being discussed by the delegates 
today. 
It was rumored that the op­ 
position, if there is any. will center 
about Mrs. Grace Wilbur Trout, pre­ 
sident of the Illinois Equal Suffrage 
association, as its nominee for the 
presidency. 


Dr. Anna Shaw, and the “adminis­ 
tration” favor the Sahforth amend­ 
ment, submitted to congress by the 
Colorado senator and providing that 
the question of ballots for women he 
submitted to each stale by initiative 
petition. 
The congressional union, 
the younger school of suffragists, 
favor the Bristow-Mondel! amend­ 
ment also known as the “ Susan B. 
Anthony” 
amendment, 
providing 
Votes for women by amendment of 
the federal constitution. 
The union 
holds that the Shaforth amendment 
is complicated and unnecessary. 


This is by no means the only q u e s ­ 
tion over which the union an<L the 
administration disagree. 
The union 
frankly urges the defeat of Demo­ 
cratic congressmen, unless 
openly 
for women suffrage, 011 the ground 
that the Democratic party as 
the 
p arty in power, is responsible for 
the failure of women to obtain the 
Note. 
The 
administ ration 
forces 
desire to maintain the non-partisan 
ch aracter of the association at any 
cost 
and insist 
that s u c c e s s 
will 
crown their efforts ultimately with­ 
out such militant political methods. 


That the breach between the two 
factions is really quite serious was 
recognised this y ear when Miss Kate 
Gordon of Louisiana, president of 
the southern woman’s suffrage con­ 
ference, summoned the 
conference 
to meet here two days in advance on 
the national association meeting, to 
thresh out some of the m atters that 


are to be fought out during the con 
vent ion. 
A street parade, in which 
many 
southern society leaders will parti 
eipate, is to be one of the feature? 
of this year’s convention.
